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Caldicott pegs Reagan as ‘pre-nuclear’ t

The only significant issue of the 
1984 elections is peace, Dr. Helen 
Caldicott told an audience Oct. 11 in 
a speech entitled “Nuclear Mad- 
ness”’. 

Caldicott, an Australian physician 
and founder of Physicians for Social 
Responsibility, spoke at Clarke 
College on behalf of Tom Harkin, 
U.S. Senate candidate. Caldicott is 
an internationally known speaker on 
the nuclear arms race. Her visit to 
Dubuque was sponsored by Clarke’s 
Phoenix Peace and Justice group 
and by Women’s Action for Nuclear 
Disarmament (WAND). 

“This election in November is a 
referendum on the fate of the ear- 
th,” Caldicott began. The United 
States has 30,000 nuclear weapons 
and Russia has 20,000. The explosion 
of one thousand of these bombs on 
cities is enough to produce Nuclear 
Winter. 

As a result of these bombs ex- 
ploding, Caldicott explained, a huge 


toxic cloud of black smoke will arise 
into the atmosphere and surround 
the earth like a blanket, obliterating 
the sun for up to one year. This will 
cause the earth to be totally dark at 
noon each day, with a temperature 


drop to minus 55 degrees Farenheit. ° 


All the plants, animals, and humans 
will freeze to death. Thus, the result 
of Nuclear Winter is death of life on 
earth, Caldicott said. 

Caldicott described President 
Reagan as a “‘pre-nuclear thinker’. 
“He doesn’t understand the world in 
which we live from a scientific or 
military perspective, which puts us 
in very, very dangerous hands.” 
Reagan thinks we aren’t strong 
enough, and we've got to build 17,000 
more nuclear bombs in the next ten 
years. ‘ 

Caldicott told of a phone call she 
received from an admiral at the 
Pentagon, who was very disturbed 
because his colleagues think that 
nuclear war will happen in the next 
ten years. Polls show that 50 percent

of people under thirty believe the 
same thing. “And yet everyone’s 
saying, ‘Well, I’m going to vote for 
Reagan becasue he’s good for the 
economy,’” Caldicott stressed. She 
explained this as ‘‘manic denial.” 


At one point in Caldicott’s speech, 
she presented a computer printout 
iluustration of a Trident submarine. 
It contained 240 bombs, or the 
equivalent of 24 million tons of TNT. 
The Hiroshima bomb was ,equivalent 
to only 13,000 tons of TNT. One 
submarine has the potential of 
vaporizing hundreds of millions of 
people, and could produce Nuclear 
Winter. Thirty-two submarines are 
already on the oceans, and Reagan 
wants to build thirty more, Caldicott 
said. 

Caldicott told of the official policy 
of the Reagan administration not as 
deterrence, but of ‘‘winnable, 
preemptive, first-strike nuclear 
war.” And yet Reagan said eleven 
times since 1968 that he believes that 
we are the last generation on earth, 
and he believes that Armageddon is 
coming, Caldicott said. Reagan 
believes the Russians are evil and 
will be destroyed in Armageddon, 


and we Americans are good and we 
will be saved. a " 

“He is not in control of his data, 
Caldicot said of Reagan. She told of 
her meeting with him at the White 
House when Reagan said that he, 
like Caldicott, ‘‘believes in 
preventing nuclear war but our 
ways to prevent it differ. I believe in 
building more bombs.” Recently he 
made the blunder that he thought the 
submarines could be recalled after 
launching, which Caldicott com- 
pared to trying to recall the bullet 
from a gun after it has been shot. 
Reagan also said he didn’t think the 
submarines were carrying nuclear 
weapons. 

“The computers in the Pentagon 
keep making mistakes. They keep 
breaking down, thinking we’re 
under a nuclear attack,’ said 
Caldicott. The computers broke 
down 151 times during an 18-month 
period , putting us in Red Alert. One

the whole world was put on Red 
Alert for six months. Three 
squadrons of B52’s took off toward 
Russia. The missiles were about to 
be launched, and on the seventh

Caldicott concluded by saying tha 
we can’t fight anymore because gl] 
branches of the military haye 
nuclear weapons now. The word in 
Washington is that Reagan may 
invade Nicaragua on December 5 
which could start a nuclear war, 
said Caldicott. ‘War is obsolete, Any 
war now could blow up the world” 
she said.
